Strangers were not backward in their esc* 
prertion of a fenfe of his merit. The AcUt 
demy of St. Petcrlburg fent him his Diplo¬ 
ma qf Anbetarion, as a Currefpondent, on 
the 17th of December 1714. Chnftian 
Wolf^and many other learned (Irangers, 
forward to form a liteiary coricfpon- 
nee with him, and cunfulted him on the 
oft difficult things and fuhjedls that Could 
s treated of.

This woik of Swedenborg’s has loft fio- 
thriig of its value by length of time ; the 
Authors of the eftimable and mugniftcent de- 
Icriptionof Arts and Ttades winch are ear¬ 
ned on at Paris, found tho fecond part of 
Swedenborg’s woik, which is wjrote on iron 
and the.preparation of fteel, that abounds with 
fo mu h good fenfe, and is as well arranged, 
of fo much importance, that they tranOated 
and infei ted i 6 e whole in their collediun of 
the l)tjl thiigt wrote on thefe fubjeifts. 

In the like degree tliac Swedenborg in his 
continual eontempliitions on the Work of 
Creation acquired frefli knowledge icfpeift 
ing it, he difcovered a like degree relating to 
the Supreme Being, anti foond fuither occa • 
funis to celebrate ftie Awhor and Creator of 
Nature. 

Since tho year 17 ;7 bn made eight dtffis- 
rent voya^s into 'reign pans, particularly 
England and ffniland: from that ye.ar he 
bsguie to vifit France and Italy; and this 
royage i.iflcd till the year 1740.

After the necedtiry preparations, 
hr. was font to Caitagironne to become a 
noviciate. ^ 

But h.avin{; no tafle for a religious life, he 
b ’c.ime dcfiroiw of renouncing his hab.l. Hi* 
mOtlici, feeing him one day^in a (ecular drefs, 
and at the fame time not wifhiiig to lofc 
him, but only to feelfome chaAifement, fent 
him to the P. P. Capuchins, to be confinn 
i I their convent. As lie became troublefoi 
t' thefe religious tlVry wnnid not keep 
b It drove him out. His turn for dtfo^ 
in i-eafed, and his rul.itions were forced to 
a i.indon him. 

Being under no contrayl fmm his friends 
and .it hberty, he contrived to peiTtiade a 
gold mith, named Vincent Mnranu, tliat he 
wuu J ddcover a cre.ifiirc to him, provided 
he would advance a cei tain fum of money to 
pur.hafe fome valuable drugs to form a com- 
ponnoii for tlie difcovery of the faid creafure. 
Mbr.yio having procured him the money, he 
Bed to Cal.ihri.i, where he w.as flnpped by 
f line' of his arcomplires, and obliged to go 
to Rome; hr mai rird in that city a young 
perfon named Loren/a, daughter of a man 
of wealth, a copper-fnunder.

On 
obtaining this letter 1 fet out for Palermo 
wi(li Balfamo and his wife, both of whom 1 
dtIUged With myfelf. 

Hei e they remained feventeen days, after 
which Halfamo, tired of the good advice I 
daily gave him, without any ceremony, or 
acquainting me, went to aneXher hoafe, 
which be hired, in order to be at full liberty 
and under no dependance upon .ms. 

Marano at my defire did not trouble him 
while he was in my htniie, but wlien he faw 
liim abroad he made a complaint to the Pre- 
fidcnC Airuldi, wlio feized and impiifoned 
Balfnmn. The Prince of Pielra Perlia being 
defirous of lionouring tlie recommendatio;! 
of his father, .went to the Prefident and got 
Balfamo releafed, on condition chat in 24 
hours he would leave Palermo. Balfamo 
agreed to the cnjdition, and embarked on 
boil'd a velfel for Malu with bis wife; arul 
after ilaying there a few days embarked for 
Italy. 

Since t^is period ^ heard nothing of Bal- 
fimn, nor delired to know any thing of Rich 
a chat .(£.ter : it was told me beCales, tliat 
Bahanio t >m(dained of me as being con- 
cetiied with Marano tn putting him in prifon, 
bTCaiife be had lefl my iMiife withemt my 
content.

The Jenny, Martin, is arrived in the 
Clyde from Ch:<rleft()vvn, South CaroliM, by 
winch we have an Atff of th« Legiflature nP 
that province enafting, that alt debfs due by

niarcis and allies, that they threw them 
into confufion, and compelled them to re- 
lurn precipitately back towards the ditrh, 
which w.as apparent!

“ Guatimozin inftantb dd’ceiricd the 
conf^qucncc of the error which the bpani- 
ards had coHioiitted (the neglecting to hll 
up the ditches in order to Iccurc a retreat) 
and with admirable prcfcnce of mind pre¬ 
pared to take advantage of it- He cotn- 
marided the troops ported in the ffbnr to 
flacken their efforts, in onier to allure the 
Spaniards to pujfh forward, xvhilt Kc iIIF- 
patched a large body of chofen warriors 
•hrottJi^i different ftreets, Ibtne by land and 
others by water, towards the great breach 
in tlw caufaway which had been left open. 
Od a %aal which he gave, the priefts in 
the great temple ftoick the ga-a: drum 
conlietated to the god of wai;. Mo fow- 
er did the Mexicans hear itil doleful, fo- 
ienin found, calculated to'feffsirc thertt 
with contempt of death and enthufiaflic 
anlnr, than they rufhed upon the enemy 
with, fnntic rage.

Witli this fpirit and vivacity may a Gmnu 
of quality and effate employ himfclf; but as 
t-aients are the gift of luturr, and liches the 
mere favours of fortune, it happens niiUickiiy, 
that many a O'-.eius is reduced to the niean re- 
fouren of trade or profcllion tofuppoii liim- 
(elf. In^thefe cates, if the warmth of a 
Gtniui is not abated, it involves him in many 
difhcnlties, 'I'he fpint of the clerk in a 
compting-hoiile may per traps betray him into 
a forgery ; and the evil Gmiusof the appren- 
ii(.e may tempt him to commit depredations 
on the till. 

The young pliyfician of Gfiiiiis, indead of 
throwing that tolemnily into his cointenance, 
which would make him look as if lie had 
himfclf taken ilie jHition he ihould prefenhe, 
adopts a whimf’cal air, and foon loies his ci c- 
dil vv ith the old pradfitioners, the apotlie- 
r tries, .iiul his b'qrlier auend.ints at the hof- 
piial, hv laiifhiiig at the liii'C of pliyfiik, 
a'lil fiveuiiiig h.'! IV ate I grorl i:. of inlinitcly 
inore fervicc than tlie svlu'le Matvi la Medica. 
A Ceni.is of this fperies lonietimes retnevcs 
himfelf by recn ii' g nit gulaily to phyfirk, 
nud h.iwking a n vi. 

The lively ftiulsnt at the inns of auut has 
tivi fiiblime a tutu of roiml to follow luk pro- 
f-li'uin. He gives the aiioinies .1 ,roiucrnpt 
for him by eiulcavouiii;g to ciujuveife with 
tliuin facctiinifly ; and is feen sw.lkiug the 
Urrets in an illegal hag-nlg, inlftad of pr ■ 
deiiily wearing the buriiiefs-following bob.

mour, which has infinite merit. Wc 
lliall felfeft one or two palTagcs, as in our 
judgment it Hands foreinoft in Mr. Col- 
nian’s elTays. 

Of all the qualifications of the mind 
which aie not pofitive viitues, 1 do not know 
.any that if more defiraWe than Gootl-Hu- 
niinir. No quality renders the pofleffor 
more eafy and happy in himfelf, or recom¬ 
mends him more forcibly to other people. 
Virtue iifelf receives additional luftre, abates 
the rigid feverity of its charaAer, and tAes 
Its moft ravifhiiig graces and embelhfhments 
fiom. fvu,h a difpofitioii; a difpofition fo 
.imi.iblfl in Its nature, that even a man of loofe 
(inncipics, when of fo agreeable a turn, often 
concili.itcs to himfelf many friends and w«. 
vrifluTS. The men at leaft .allow that he is 
a plril.iut fellow, court his company, and 
account him no-body’s enemy but his own; 
while the women call him a dear agreeable 
creature, and decl.iroth.itthough, to before, 
be is a wild devil, it is quite impolfiblcto be 
angry with him. 

It is hatdiy f-iying too much in favour of 
tilts c|U 3 hty, to alTert that it is one of the hrft 
I'vquifites 111 focicty : for though ftridi honour 
and iiitogriiy arc of more elient1.1l value in 
the grand purporesof humin life ; yet Good- 
lliiinour, like (mall money, is of more im¬ 
mediate ufe in the common commerce of the 
world. There is no fituation in life, no en¬ 
gagement in bufinefs, or party of pleafnre, 
wherein it will not contribute to mitigate 
d fappouitmenis, or heighten enjoyment, A 
inifband, friend, aiquaiiiunce, mafter, or 
^ven fai vaiit, however faithful or afledfionate, 
Will occ.ifioii many mifcrahle hours to him- 
fclf, as well as to thof« with whom he is 
conncdfe.l, if hiv virtues aie not feafoiietl 
With Good-Hi'niiiur; and whether ha is a 
partiiei- foi li\ , or 3 partner m a coimtr)- 
tlaiice,caii afTnciaie in great and mighty uii- 
deitakings, ora companion in a poH-chaife, 
h.; fiiould, on every occafion, chenih and 
keep alive tins agreeable difporitioa. 

Such obfervations are of every climate, 
for they are the otfspring of ieni'e and 
nature t but lo Engliflmicn they are pe¬ 
culiarly applicable, who have ever been 
more icin.irkablc for the goodnefs of their

The greatett reproach on 
an old maid, tiut charadler fo much dreaded 
and ridiculed in the female world, is her ill- 
humour; and crofTnefs is Che w<ir(f (lart of • 
pi ude. Ou the contrary. Good - Humour, lik« 
the Ceftus, encircles the fair-one with new 
beauties, and is an antidote to the ravages of 
age .Kid tlie im.dl-pox. It is the be(t parlof 
the portion with a virtimu.s wife, .and a nudi 
aniubie feature in the face of a Qreaii.

At the publication of this book 
tlic parliament of England took the akrm| 
and voted it a fc.iitious iihel, burned it by 
the hanrls of the common'hangman, ana 
boldly declared that “ Ireland was, ami 
ought to be, fubordinate and dependent 
on die Imperial Crown of England.”

the Saxon laws, ewry freeman of an age 
capable ot bearing aims, and not incapa¬ 
citated by any htuCly iririimity, was, in cafe of 
a foreign mvafinn, mteinal iiifun'cAion, or

The Saxon cavalry are frequently delirtea- 
ted lit anyiem illnmuutioui as riding without 
(fimips,.with no other defenTive ai mour than 
a heimell'; their weapon a fpear. It is ne- 
verthrlefs certain, that defenBVe armour was 
worn iby their nfRceix and great meu about 
the time of the Norman conqueff. 

Their infantry feem to have been of two 
forts, tite Iwavy and hgiit-armed. The iirtt 
are reprefented with helmets made of ih« 
Ikins of beaffs, the hair outwards, large oval 
convex fbield.t, with fpikes projedtu g from 
the bolTes, lung and very broad fworcs, and 
fjtears. The light-infantry with fiwirs only, 
;aod fome no other weapon than a (word; be- 
fule which, different hiftnries relate that they 
alfo ufed clubs, battle-axes or bills, and jave¬ 
lins I tlve Liter they darted with great dexterity, 
aud then in(fantly came to clofe fight. The 
drefs of both hurfe and foot was a tunic with 
Beeves, the Butts reaching down to the knees $ 
the borfemen wore fpurs with only one poinr. 

The kings commonly wore their crowns in 
battle, which alfo in fome meafuai anfwerei 
the purpole of a helmet. 

Trie Auglo-Saxon mode nf drawing up 
their armies, was in one Luge denfe body, 
furrmindmg their (fandard, and placing their 
foot with ihetr heavy battle-.ixts m the frrait. 

By the Laws of king Edvvaid the Confcflbr, 
any man wlio from cow.irilice .ihaiidoned his 
lord, or fellow-foldteta, whilif under the com¬ 
mand of the heitoch, in any exjieditioD by land 
or fe.a, forfeited btxh hi.s life and property, 
and his lord migtu refi'in? any lands be haid 
formerly gi anted him. He who was Barn in 
war fight'^g before I.is lord, either at husne 
or abro’d, all payments due for reliefs on hit 
ed.it'S were remitted to his heirs wlio were 
to - ijoy his laeds and money without any di¬ 
rt.loutinn, and might divide it among them. 

Tli« in'rodudlion nf tlie feudal fyiiem, 
winch t<H>k place in this kingdom about the 
year 1086 , gave a very conBderaMe change to 
the mUiLiry eflablifhment nf the nation. " ' — 
This alteration in the conflitutiun, was not, it 
is raid, effected by the foie power of king 
William, but was adopted with theconfent of 
the great cooucil of the realm, afTemMed at 
S.iruai, wliere all the principal landboldert 
iubjiidled their poflclBors to military fervices, 
became the king's v.a({.ils, and did homage 
jiud fwtwv fealty lo his iierfon for the lande'H

This regul.ituin, or a'.lize, received a farther 
Coritilior.iCiim by the flatiire of the i^;h of 
king Edward I, called ibefl.itute ofWitiLlier- 
tvr, by which every m.m was hound to pro¬ 
vide anu keefi armour and weapons, accord¬ 
ing to t.is ett.ite or gooils. 

T r armmir and weapons diredled by tlM 
flatviie of Wiiichi»'ter, to be kept hy perfons 
of difTi^eBt poiTedlons, were thus allntted t—' 
Eveiy one ptiffetTed of lands to tlie yearly 
value of fifteen pounds and forty marks in 
goods, to keep a habergeon, an iron Uead- 
pifce, a fwoid, knife and ti Tfe-—Tbofe

were generally let at firft for tenlhilllngi per 
acre, with isfes up to fifteen, eighteen, and 
twenty fhillings during the leafe, and accord¬ 
ing to the quality of the land.

.ep U E efie^Vs moral wftMhon «.nd 
precept on the mind hart hiien rated 
very highly by feme grare and worthy 
men* while by others idle experience of 
their iacfficacy, in tegulatingtht ctmdu^f 
of the hearer or readen has been cited aa 
an indirputable proof of their uttimpor* 
tancc. Among tho&aiQiy ^ey, on whom 
Moral Eloquence kaa j|EtBp)oyed all her 
powers, who have been .tutoPwl by the 
wife!! and inoft vinuoua teachers, and 
lure had (he advice and direffion of the 
ableft and moft |)nduafivc guides, how 
few arc there wliofis future condufl has 
anfwcrcd to the indruciioii tlicv ic-^ 
etired, or the maxims which weic fo 
often repeated to them- Natuial difpo- 
I'ition oi acquired habits fbgulatc the tenor 
ofoui iiresj and neither thi. Icrinon that 
perfuadet, nor the rdation that niuvei, 
has any permanent cd'ert on itu- adfions 
of him who liRcns or who weeps. 

Yet, though examples of then cffuacy 
arc not very frequent, it docs not altogc- 
tlu r follow that the difcourfe or the dory 
meulelcfsand vain. Stronger morivis v.ill 
11'I doubt overpower weaker ones, and 
thofe which confiantly alfail will pic vail 
over others wliicii Icldom occut. I’.if- 
hon theieforc will Ibmeiimcs he olxyi- j 
when rcafon is forgot, and corrupt lo- 
cicty will at length ovctcoinc the heft 
early impreJTions. But the clfc-Msof that 
rcafon, or of thofe impiellions, wc aic 
not always in condition to cliiu).'ic faiilv. 
'I’lie examples of their fatiuic arc cafdy 
known, and certain of being ohferved; 
the inflances of fucli as have i>i.t'n pic- 
flived from furrounding contagion by 
their induence, arc ttaced w'tth diiTiculty, 
and (Irikc us Icfs when they ate traced. 

Formal ptecepts and hypk'.thciica! cau¬ 
tions are indeed frequently oifered to 
youth and inexperience, in a manner fo 
ungracious as neither to command their 
attention, noreonrUiate their liking. He 
who fays 1 am to indrud't and to warn, 
with a face of ioflrufiion or admonition, 
prepares his audience for heating what 
the young and the lively always avoid as 
♦beforoe, or fear t|^u»pieafant. A more

He was adlnatedfy nobafe motives 
of private pique or rcfvntment, for he Icarce- 
Ij knew Sii rii) di’s pel foil ■ hewa i^tuiA..- 
tiited h) the fpint of party, for the canfe of 
etuiial jnflire, he lioiicil, lud hut out party, 
wlmh confided of every Membci of tlut^ 
H uf , and every mm of honour m the na¬ 
tion (I gie^t call of heal, heir).

to tlie Cmfim of England in the year 1776.
